Plan Is Bared 


Rearming Japan, 
Germany Is Said 
Heart of Strategy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Gen­ 
eral of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s post-Korean plan to 
end 
the 
cold 
war 
involved 
threatening Soviet dictator Jo­ 
seph Stalin that Germany and 
Japan would be completely re­ 
armed unless the people of the 
European Red satellite coun­ 
tries were granted self-determi­ 
nation, a congressman has said. 
~ep. William Jennings Bryan 
Dora, D-S.C., said MacArthur 
freely told him of this plan to 
bring the Soviet Union into line 
in an interview at the general’s 
Waldorf-Astoria tower suite in 
New York. Dora said he was 
uncertain 
of 
the 
year, 
but 
thought it was 1956. 
The gist of MacArthur’s plan 
was the missing part of news­ 
paper accounts this week that 
projected the general into a 
swirl of posthumous controver­ 
sy. 
In a 10-year-old interview pub­ 
lished Wednesday as MacArthur 
was lying in state in the Capi­ 
tol rotunda, Bob Considine of 
the Hearst Headline Service dis­ 
closed the existence of the plan 
and described how MacArthur 
tried to convince Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, then the president­ 
elect, to put it into effect. 
Consodine wrote that MacAr­ 
thur told him, “I don’t feel it 
would be fair to reveal my plan 
to you. It would be an unfair 
burden on you as a reporter.” 
Dora said there was no such 
reluctance when he and two oth­ 
er congressmen visited MacAr­ 
thur in 1956. He said MacArthur 
revealed to him “for the first 
time, and I have kept it confi­ 
dential, the nature of his con­ 
versation 
with 
President-elect 
Eisenhower and John Foster 
Dulles in December 1952.” Dul­ 
les became Eisenhower’s secre­ 
tary of state. 
“The plan suggested by Mac­ 
Arthur to President-elect Eisen­ 
hower and John Foster Dulles 
was to threaten Russia with a 
complete rearmament of Ger­ 
many and Japan, possibly in­ 
cluding nuclear power, unless 
Stalin agreed to live up to his 
promise of the self-determina­ 
tion of the peoples of Poland, 
East Germany and Central Eu­ 
rope.” 
That description was written 
by Dorn Monday night and in­ 
serted in the Congressional Rec­ 
ord, as a minor part of a long 
eulogy of MacArthur. It escaped 
notice until Friday, when a re­ 
porter interviewed Dora about 
it and was given details. The 
printed Dorn account predated 
the publication of the Considine 
account 
In 
Mankato,

former 
Rep. Wint Smith, one of the two 
congressmen who accompanied 
Dorn, 
said 
he 
agreed 
with 
Dorn’s description except that 
“ I don’t remember that MacAr­ 
thur said he had told Eisen­ 
hower those things.” 
Smith said it was his recol­ 
lection that the interview took 
place in 1954. 
The third congressman, Rep. 
Lawrence 
K. 
Smith, 
R-Wis., 
died in 1958. 
MacArthur’s aide, Maj. Gen. 
Courtney Whitney, 
who Dora 
said also attended the meeting, 
declined comment. 
The Considine interview and 
one by Scripps-Howard reporter 
Jim G 
Lucas published this 
week also after a lapse of IO 
years both mentioned the gen­ 
eral’s plans to win the Korean 
War by using nuclear bombs

G e n . MacArthur 
Is Laid to Rest 


NORFOLK, Va. (AP) — With 
measured cannon fire and the 
sad notes of Taps, the nation 
sent its old soldier, Douglas 
MacArthur, to his earthly peace 
today. 
It was a moving cerem ony- 
one of massed flags dipping in 
waves, of stirring band music, 
and of quiet prayers and the 
sadness of the 84-year-old gen 
eral 
of 
the 
Army’s 
widow 
Jean, and son, Arthur, 26. 
The Stars and Stripes were 
removed 
from 
MacArthur’s 
steel casket before he was to 
be lowered into his tomb in a 
crypt in the MacArthur Memor­ 
ial in this old Navy town where 
his mother was born. 
And thus, the five-star gener­ 
al and hero at three wars who 
died Sunday—fading away as he 
once eloquently predicted—was 
laid to rest. 
There were dignitaries and 
old comrades on hand, theii 
heads bowed as the benediction 
was read at the crypt after 
church services 
at St. 
Paul 
Episcopal Church two blocks 
iway. 
Representing President JtHin 
son, who paid his respects to 
MacArthur in earlier ceremo­ 
nies in Washington, was Atty. 
Gen Robert F. Kennedy, who 
less than five months ago saw 
his brother, President John F 
Kennedy, buried with similar 
honors. 
Before the entombment, Mac­ 
Arthur’s body was carried to 
the church for Episcopal funeral 
services. 
As the horse-drawn caisson 
slowly rolled past, ranks of 
troops lowered the bright color­ 
ful flags of all the states and 
territories and of the 26 Army 
units MacArthur had been asso­ 
ciated with in a half-century of 
war and peace. 
After the half-hour service, 
with Mrs. MacArthur and her 
son in the front pew, the cor­ 
tege retraced its slow way back 
to the memorial building. 
A 
former 
courthouse 
with 
stately columns, it was turned 
into a memorial for the legend­ 
ary warrior who won fame and 
controversy in two world wars 
and in Korea—controversy that 
lives on. 
At the crypt there were the 
final prayers, the bowed heads. 


Then came the slow, meas­ 
ured thunder of the 19-gun sa­ 
lute—the roar he heard from 
many battlefields in life. 
There were the three volleys 
of rifle fire and then the bugler 
blowing Taps. 
Outside the flags lining City 
Hall Avenue dipped until the fi­ 
nal sound of Taps faded away. 
A military band struck up 
patriotic music and the flag was 
removed from MacArthur’s cas­ 
ket and handed to Mrs. Mac­ 
Arthur.

Cuba Convicts 
Ohio Native 


30-Year Term 
Is Demanded 


HAVANA, Cuba (AP) — The 
Castro government has demand­ 
ed a 30-year prison sentence for 
an American convicted by a Cu­ 
ban military tribunal of work­ 
ing for the U.S. Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency. 
The prosecution first asked 
for the death penalty for Frank 
Carl Emmick, a former presi­ 
dent 
of 
Havana’s 
American 
Club, and six Cubans allegedly 
hired by him to spy, but then 
suggested the same prison term 
for all. 
The trial took place Thursday 
and was disclosed Friday by the 
Swiss Embassy, which repre­ 
sents U.S. interests in Cuba. 
Sentencing is expected shortly. 
Emmick, 49, who comes from 
Rossford, Ohio, arrived in Cuba 
in 1959 intending to sell tractors. 
Later, he went into the frog 
legs business. 
When Emmick was arrested 
Dec. 12, he was president of the 
American Club, last remaining 
private club in Havana. It has 
not been closed because most of 
its members now are Britons, 
Cuban sources said. 
The Havana press did not re­ 
port Emmick’s arrest or trial. 
Swiss Ambassador Emil Stad- 
elhoffer and Swiss Consul Jacob 
Etter provided Emmick with a 
lawyer and a translator, and at­ 
tended the trial. 
E t t e r said the prosecution 
contended 
Emmick 
provided 
military and other intelligence 
information to John Hlavacek, 
a former National Broadcasting 
Co. correspondent in Havana. 
The prosecution accused Hlava­ 
cek of being a CIA agent. 
The government also charged 
that Emmick hired the Cubans 
to photograph military installa­ 
tions, including 
missile sites, 
and provided them with cam­ 
eras. 
In Omaha, Neb., where he is 
employed by television station 
KMTV, 
Hlavacek 
denied the 
charges. He said he had chat­ 
ted with Emmick at the Ameri­ 
can Club, but that Emmick had 
never handled any photographic 
equipment for him.

Maybe It s Just Spring Fever, 
But LBJ Is in High Good Humor 


WASHINGTON 
(AP ^ P r e s i­ 
dent Johnson may have spring 
fever. Rarely has he displayed 
such high good humor as he did 
Friday. 
Johnson 
exchanged 
shouts 
with reporters from the Truman 
Balcony, practiced his pitching 
with 
an 
imaginary 
baseball, 
took a famed poet and an equal­ 
ly renowned photographer into 
secret rail negotiations, and an­ 
nounced an after-dark news con­ 
ference that turned out to be a 
presidential gag. 
One informant reported that 
Johnson even rocked a Cabinet 
Room conference by flipping off 
the lights—a jesting gesture evi­ 
dently prompted by his own 
lights-out economy program. 
Some observers attributed the 
President’s ebullience 
to 
the 
weather, which was sunny and 
67. Others inclined to the view 


that he was elated about avert­ 
ing, at least for 15 days, a 
threatened 
nationwide 
rail 
strike. 
For whatever reason, a smil­ 
ing chief executive kept popping 
out all over the White House 
landscape, like the city’s spec­ 
tacular cherry blossoms. 
Johnson’s final appearance of 
the day came at 6:30 p.m. when 
he strolled alone into the lobby 
of the White House office wing. 
To a handful of lounging news 
photographers, 
the 
President 
said: “I’m ready to have a 
press conferees.” 
The 
photographers 
sprang 
from sofas and easy chairs, 
scrambling for their cameras. 
Johnson told them he was just 
kidding, and disappeared down 
a corridor. 
The President made his first, 
and most serious, appearance of 


the day shortly after IO a.m.

Within the hour, Johnson was 
in a more playful mood as he

Johnson, who will throw out 
the first ball when the Washing­ 
ton Senators open the season 
here Monday against the Los 
Angeles Angels, boasted: “I’ve 
got a good arm. I’m an old first 
baseman.” 
Then, on request, he demon­ 
strated his pitching form, let­ 
ting fly an imaginary ball. 
Before lunch, Johnson swelled 
with pride as William Thatcher, 
president of the Farm ers’ Union 
Grain Terminal Association in 


St. Paul, tossed out bouquets. 
“We were started on a de­ 
pression,” said Thatcher. “You 
have aaved our whole Northwest 
area from a depression.” Smil­ 
ing, 
and taking note of the 
poised pencils of a handful of 
Thatcncr, “go ahead.” 
“Boy,” said the farm leader,

Two hundred and fifty mem­ 
bers 
of 
California’s 
Switch­ 
men’s Union voted Friday night 
to fire their officers who had 
called a meeting to urge a re­ 
turn to work during President 
Johnson’s 15-day railroad strike 
postponement period. 
J. Frank Young, chairman of 
Switchmen’s 
Union 
of North 
America Local 263, said the 
vote was overwhelming follow­ 
ing a motion from the floor to 
remove him and four other of­ 
ficers. 
Young said he and the other 
officers 
immediately left the 
meeting. He said he wasn’t sure 
who was in charge of the rebel 
movement. 
Young said the switchmen, 
employes of Southern Pacific 
Railway, were dissatisfied when 
he “instructed, requested and 
advised” 
them to return to 
work. He said they apparently 
planned to press for further 
work stoppages along the SP 
line. 
“The men obviously feel they 
have a just cause,” Young told 
The Associated Press. “ I c a n 
hardly feel bitter with my fel­ 
low switchmen. But, of course, 
I’m not too happy about it.” 
The 
President, 
who 
has 
staked his personal prestige on 
achieving a voluntary agree­ 
ment, was reportedly maintain­ 
ing “absolute insistence” that 
the parties use a 15-day strike 
postponement to come to terms. 
While exchanging comments 
with newsmen from a White 
House balcony Friday, Johnson 
said “there is not a word of 
1ruth” in a broadcast report he 
had engineered the truce to get 
time for Congress to pass emer­ 
gency antistrike legislation. 
Reliable sources reported ad­ 
ministration officials are highly 
optimistic of a voluntary agree­ 
ment. 
But, the sources said, this 
does not mean the administra­ 
tion would let the 15 days slip 
by without preparing emergen­ 
cy legislation as a last resort 
if necessary. 
Johnson Friday dropped in 
four times on talks the media­

He asked the mediators for a 
progress report Wednesday. 
White House press secretary 
George Reedy said Johnson had 
arranged to have the sessions 
held at the White House and at 
the Executive Office Building 
next door so he could keep clos­ 
est personal touch with the sit­ 
uation. 
Until Johnson stepped in, a 
strike at 12:01 a.m. Friday had 
seemed a certainty. 
At that hour nearly 200 rail­

work rules governing wages and 
working conditions, and some 
200,000 members of five operat­ 
ing brotherhoods were to retali­ 
ate by walking off their jobs.

railroads’ 
work-rules 
changes were announced after 
four of the unions had called a

strike 
Wednesday 
against the Illinois Central Rail­ 
road. 
On Thursday night, Johnson 
talked the unions into calling off 
the Illinois Central strike and

railroads into postponing 
the rules changes.

The Ohio Cooperative Exten 
sion Service this week announc 
ed the publication of new infer 
mation to help Ohio farmers in 
their war on bugs this year. 
The information is contained 
in Bulletin 433, “ Controlling In 
sects of Field Crops, Livestock 
and 
S t o r e d 
Grain’’. 
It is 
available at county extension of­ 
fices. 
In the publication, authors R. 
P. Holdsworth and B. D. Blair, 
Extension 
entomologists, 
dis­ 
cuss insect control measures for 
corn, legumes, small grain, stor­ 
ed g r a i n , livestock and pets. 
Included are recommended rat­ 
es and m e t h o d s of applica­ 
tion, plus precautions to take in 
using the insecticides. 
Insecticide 
recommendations 
change rapidly, due to new ma­ 
terials available. This year’s 
bulletin contains extensive chan­ 
ges from 1963. Yet, the authors 
warn that it should not be used 
after 1964. 
“Use a new bulletin each year 
for up-to-date registered uses of 
insecticides,” they advise. 


IF YOU .START annuals from 
seed, don’t plan to get the plants 
set outside until the last of May 
unless you offer some protection.

an might ask her husband during the 
course of a day. Well, anyway, the com­ 
puter s l o w l y went out of its electro­ 
nics. Strange lights blinked, it quiver­ 
ed. and there were all sorts 
of 
odd 
noises. 
Finally, it started sending back ab­ 
solutely insane answers to the wifely 
questions. For instance, some of the 
dialogue went something like this: 
Question (fed into the computer): 
How old is Harold Wilson's wife? 
Answer: Coldwater, 34 per cent of 
the votes; Rockefeller, 27 per cent; 


Bobby Baker, 22 per cent. 
The questions were of the type any 
reasonably competent husband could 
answer without blinking. But the com­ 
puter just didn’t have the emotional 
stability that it takes. Not only could it 
not field the questions, it muffed them. 
A poor show all around. No wonder it 
is now in the hands of a transistor 
shrinker. 
It isn’t difficult to imagine how the 
Quebec government, which has anoth­ 
er incompetent computer in its hands, 
feels. Here is what it did: 
It made out checks of 2,000 university 
bursary students and overpaid them by 
a total of more than $1.7 million. That 
happened in the 1962-63 fiscal year, 
and the government still hasn’t recov­ 
ered $275,000 of the overpayment. 
That particular computer may be as 
crazy as the proverbial fox. It could 
be in cahoots with some of the stu­ 
dents. 


Working Wives 


The working wife is a fact of life. 
In 1946, about 27 of every IOO women 
working were married.

A rising cost of living and a desire to 
possess things which are available to 
make life easier have played their part 
in urging the working wife to keep her 
job. Furthermore, two pay checks are 
often accepted as a necessity 
these 
days. Of equal importance is the fact 
that many women like to go out to 
work. Sometimes there is not enough 
to do at home to keep away boredom. 
How much has the working wife con­ 
tributed, by her absence 
from the 
home, to youth problems so prevalent 
in society? 
There are no answers. 
Even experts disagree. 
One thing is certain. It hasn’t help­ 
ed the y o u n g , nor the home environ­ 
ment on which youth depends.

An annoying condition of t h e 
gums commonly called “trench 
mouth” has been under careful 
scrutiny 
by 
physicians 
a n d 
dentists. 
Technically known as “ g i n - 
givitis” or “Vincent’s disease” , 
it involves the tissues around 
the teeth and produces disagree­ 
able symptoms. 
For many years, it was believ­ 
ed that a bacillus fusiformis and 
a spirochete were totally respon­ 
sible. The bacteria are no long­ 
er considered to be the o n l y 
causes. 
Poor mouth hygiene, nutrition­ 
al disturbances and chronic ill­ 
ness play an important role, 
along with vitamin deficiencies, 
fatigue and emotional s t r e s s . 
These factors all contribute to 
decreased body resistance. 
Trench mouth is frequently 
a c c o m p a n i e d by unpleas­ 
ant m o u t h odor and painful 
bleeding gums. Swallowing and 
even talking become uncomfort­ 
able. Sometimes there is slight 
fever and a general feeling of 
“malaise”. Occasionally, tend­ 
er swollen glands are felt in the 
neck. 
Examinations of the b l o o d 
and bacterial studies of t h e 
gums are usually not any more 
revealing in the diagnosis than 
is the outward appearance of 
the gums. 
Treatment is devoted to rigid 
mouth hygiene. The antibiotics, 
especially penicillin, 
a r e re­ 
markable effective against t h e 
germs that cause this V i n - 
cent’s disease. 
Long - standing neglect of den- 


cause trench mouth during pe­ 
riods of low resistance. 
There was a time when there 
was a special embarrassment or 
unpleasant implication associat­ 
ed with trench mouth. It is not a 
venereal condition, as some peo­ 
ple b e l i e v e , and can readily 
be eliminated with simple b u t 
intensive care.

their heads. Goulart, both di­ 
rectly and indirectly, kept en­ 
couraging Castroism as some­ 
thing deriving from the “p e o- 
ple’s needs.” But skilled anti- 
Leftist 
semanticists 
such 
as 
Governor 
Carlos 
Lacerda 
of 
Guanabara State (Rio de Jane­ 
iro) decided to take a stand 
against 
this sort of 
duplicity 
when it became apparent that 
Goulart was moving with ever­ 
increasing b o l d n e s s toward 
fronting for the forces that were 
hell-bent on turning Brazil into 
a Castroite dictatorship. 
Lacerda became alerted to 
the imminence of danger a year 
ago, when Luis Carlos Prestos, 
leader 
of 
Brazil’s 
outlawed 
Communist P a r t y , told the 
Cubans in Havana that the Rus­ 
sians and the Chinese Red re­ 
volutions were too far removed 
from the western hemisphere to 
apply to Brazil. Castro, so Pres­ 
tos said, must be the m o d e l 
for Latin American revolution­ 
ists. “ In Brazil,” he continued, 
“the Communists have b e e n 
working hard with the people 
to impress upon them the impor­ 
tance and the significance of 
the C u b a n Revolution. In less 
than three years after the ad­ 
vent of the revolution in Cuba 
we have been able to mobilize 
600,000 
people 
and 
organize 
them into 500 groups throughout 
Brazil. The Brazilian p e o p l e 
consider the Cuban Revolution 
the vanguard of the Brazilian 
Revolution and take their direc­ 
tion from it as much as they do 
from the government and Presi­ 
dent Goulart.” 
When the word went out from 
President Goulart’s government 
to Brazilian embassies and con­ 
sulates to give visas to C o m ­ 
munists who wished to come to 
Rio de Janeiro for a Leftist con­ 
gress, Lacerda and others de­ 
cided to make things as diffi­ 
cult for the visiting revolution­ 
ists 
as they c o u l d . In t h e 
business of hounding the Leftist 
visitors from town to town, 
Brazilian women played a dom­ 
inating role.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Mem 
hers of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People and the Congress of Ra 
rial Equality have picketed the 
Akron Beacon Journal in a pro­ 
test against the newspaper’s ed­ 
itorial policies. 
The orderly picketing was con­ 
ducted by a b o u t 35 persons, 
mostly Negroes, from 4 to 6 
p.m. Friday. It was this city’s 
first racial demonstration. 
Eldridge T. Sharpp Jr., chair 
m an of the civil rights commit­ 
tee of the NAACP Akron branch, 
said the picketing was in p r o 
test against the newspaper’s edi­ 
torial stand on a proposed fair 
housing ordinance. 
The ordinance would ban ra ­ 
cial discrimination in all Akron 
housing, and “other m atters.” 
In opposition to the proposed 
fair housing law, the Beacon 
Journal said in an editorial last 
month that it felt “there is no 
point to adopting an ordinance 
that not only will find a large 
degre of public oposition, but 
which very likely reaches so far 
for power that it is unconstitu­ 
tional.” 
Sharpp also said some of the 
newspaper’s editorial statem ents 
on fair employment had been 
misleading. He did not elab 
orate. 
Ben Maidenburg, publisher of 
the newspaper, said in a state 
m ent: “The Beacon Journal has 
nothing for which to apologize in 
its editorial policies. 
“ For more than 125 years this 
newspaper has been forthright 
in

of

rights and no one can say other­ 
wise. So if the m archers dis 
agree with us, that is their 
right.”

across the Yalu in Red China, 
sowing a five-mile belt of radio­ 
active cobalt along the border, 
and bringing in Nationalist Chi­ 
nese troops from Formosa to 
mop up the Reds. 
Dom said he visited MacAr­ 
thur in 1951 in Tokyo just be­ 
fore he was fired as Far East 
commander by President Harry 
Truman. 
“I didn’t know about the co­ 
balt thing,” Dom said. 
“He 
didn’t mention that to me in 
Tokyo. 
“What he might have said two 
years later—when Lucas and 
Considme 
interviewed 
him— 
when he was embittered, I don’t 
know. But to me he made no 
wild statements about cobalt or 
atom bombs. He just said with 
airpower he could lick the Red 
Chinese in three months.” 
In the interview about the 
plan to end the cold war, Dom 
said MacArthur emphasized to 
Eisenhower that Stalin was an 
old man who might die at any 
moment, and that Eisenhower 
should act immediately after 
taking office. 
“Stalin is a realist and you 
could threaten him,” Dorn quot­ 
ed MacArthur as telling the 
president-elect. 
“Stalin is a cold, hard bargain­ 
er who understands power, mil­ 
itary power. Stalin would havd 
no alternative but to accept it. 
If he doesn’t, then go ahead and 
rearm Germany and Japan, and 
back them up, give them aid. 
Put Russia on the defensive and 
keep Russia on the defensive. 
“You are climaxing your ca­ 
reer as a great victorious gen­ 
eral, as President of the United 
States. All the Allied world is 
behind you. No nation would 
dare to question you. Your pres­ 
tige is so great you’re in a posi­ 
tion to sit down with Stalin and 
meet with him. 
“Today you’re a hero, you 
have a halo around your head. 
But if you wait six months, you 
will have a lot of political bick­ 
ering, the halo will be gone and 
Stalin will laugh at you.” 
Considine’s story said MacAr­ 
thur 
told 
Eisenhower, 
“You 
have the greatest oDportunity 
for good since the birth of Jesus 
Christ ” and that Eisenhower at 
the end jumped un. his face 
flushed, and said, “It’s magnifi­ 
cent.” 
But Considine emoted MacAr­ 
thur as saying the “cool, cal­ 
culating voice” of Dulles broke 
in and dissuaded Eisenhower.
